There is a plan for the 
future, he said, b ut it is difficult to make 
it too detailed b ecause of the uncertainty 
vrlth which funds will b e availab le in coming 
years. 
This is a practical fact which also has a 
b oaring on the Interstate Highway in Ne­ 
b raska. 
Among 
t h e 
victory claim s of re­ 
cent antngonista of the 
Inter.state program wa.- 
one that Iheir et fort 
had moved up complete spanning of N eb ras­ 
ka b y the Interstate b y three to four year 
This, of course, is a false claim as any re a ­ 
sonab le view of the situation will show. The 
Interstate will proceed with funds divided 
roughly on the b asis of 23 per cent for urb an 
w w k and 77 per cent for rural work The 
moans the Interstate will not “ span the 
state” until it also has all its urb an a pect'? 
completed b ecau.se the final cost of the en­ 
tire program calls for 23 per cent of the 
money to b e spent in urb an areas and 77 
per cent in rural areas, regardless of the ra ­ 
tio of spending from year to year 
But It is the a v a ila bility o f funds which 
determ ines when the pro gra m will be eo in- 
plfted a cro a s the sta te, no t a ny o rder o f 
prio rities o r a nnua l spending ra tio . And 
these funds, co ming fro m the federa l go v ­ 
ernment, a re v ery uncerta in — just a s a re 
the federa l funds o n which ( o unty Engineer 
Wea v er pla ns. The fedc'ra l go v ernment, a nd 
o nly the federa l go v ernment, will determine 
when the Intersta te Is c o mpleted in .Nebra s­ 
ka a nd thus, when it will spa n the entire 
sta te. 
W eaver was the recipient of anottier in­ 
teresting statem ent. Actually, the statement 
i was m ore unusual than interesting as it 
was a compliment to Weaver on the condi- 
i tk)n of county roads. The compliment came 
from residents of the Davey and Hickman 
area who said that those who complain ab out 
l^ n c a s te r County roads should visit other 
counties and they would then realize what 
“ a fine job W eaver is doing.” 
★ 
Certainly, it is to W eaver’s credit that 
Lancaster County has b een as free as it 
has from criticism of ds road program 
It 
has not b een just b y accident that this has 
happened. Weaver has done a very good 
job b y b eing alert to the availab ility of any 
funds he could possib ly use. He lias kept 
hts departm ent well organized to the point 


where it ha.s never found itself in a b ind 
through lack of planning or inefficicnry. 
In bridge wo rk, hnrd-stirfneing a nd gra v ­ 
eling. the co unty ha s fo und tha t WefTv er 
ha s ma de co nsta nt pro gress. Ha rd-surfa cing 
o f a number o ff ma jo r city streets ha s been 
ea rrietl o ut into the co unty fo r the a dded 
co mfo rt a nd co nv enience o f rura l inha bi­ 
ta nts. This ha s mea nt better tra nspo rta tio n 
into a nd o ut o f Linco ln a nd ha s, thus, been 
a co ntributio n to the eco no my o f the rlt>. 
It is no t mea nt in po inting this o ut tha t 
Linco ln o wes a ny mo ney o r a dditio na l serv - 
ire to the co unty . 
★ 
If one wants to search for them, plenty 
ot examples could b e uncovered of city a.s- 
» istance to rural inhab itants for which no 
direct financial return is made. But this 
i- the side of the coin which always .seems 
to b e turned up and the county’s road pro­ 
gram shows that there is another side to 
the coin. 
One po int o f It a ll is tha t, a t lea st in the 
Ca se o f the city o f Linco ln a nd the co unty o f 
La nca ster, the city a nd co unty a re co mpa t­ 
ible segm ents o f go v ernment. They a re co mp­ 
limenta ry to o ne a no ther a nd a grea t dea l 
mo re will be a chiev ed by their wo rking to ­ 
gether tha n by a ny selfish idea o f Inde­ 
pendence o r po iitlea i influence. I'nfo rtuna te- 
l>, such idea s ha v e prev a iled a ll to o o ften 
in the pa st. 
They have {irovailed any time the ques­ 
tion ot annexation ha.‘< eome up lor Lineoln 
in connection with the 
b usiness and residential 
areas g r o w i n g up 
around the city’s limits. 
Neither the city nor the 
county has actually considered in such m at­ 
ters the welfare of all the people and the 
progress of the entire area. Nor have these 
often b een the ob jectives in consideration of 
city-county consolidation.

Area s Of 
Dispute 


Some 160 years ago and thereafter long 
wagon tram s of western settlers worked 
thair tortuous way through the gap at the 
foot of Scotts Bluff, and once through they 
s\ning b ack to the b anks of the North Platte 
river and set their course toward Laram ie 
peak b arely visib le in Wyoming. 
It has b een years since the wagon trains 
stopped and in many places now the aver­ 
age m an can see no trace of the b raided 
trails alb eit the general outlines can b e de­ 
tected from an airplane and there are some 
w’ho can tell you whether a certain depres­ 
sion is just an eroded gulley or the vestige 
of an old wagon rut. 
It is to the great credit of a certain L. 
Clark Bishop, retired Cheyenne, Wyo., citi­ 
zen, who has spent more than the past decade 
rem arking the Oregon 
and allied trails 
through Wyoming, and doing it so well that 
posterity will never have difficulty locating 
every point on them. Bishop, who is 74, secs 
another 10 or 15 years of work ahead of him 


Reblazing Old Trails 
b efore he will b e willing to say his Job is 
done. 
He has performed an invaluab le service 
to history and his feat evokes similar sug­ 
gestions to others. 
.Neb raska is interlaced with early day 
trails whose traces still rem ain for the initi­ 
aled, b ut are forgotten things to most. 
There could b e no more worthy historical 
service than the identification and m arking 
of those trails—that is, b efore it is too late. 
.Neb raska greatly needs a figure in the 
image of Wyoming’s L. Clark Bishop, and 
needs one in every community. The b asic 
information is well preserved in the files of 
the Neb raska State Historical Society and 
it would b e deeply interesting to see such 
ancient thoroughfares as the Military Road, 
the St. DeRoin trail and so many others m 
this vicinity come to life again, if only m 
the form of well m arked routes. We would 
learn a great deal more ab out ourselves and 
our forb earers if it were to b e. 
No th in g To Cheer Abou t 


The Department of Agriculture seems to 
have found some figures which give a cheer­ 
ful aspect to farming. During this election 
year they will provide the b asis for any 
num b er of campaign speeches on the part 
of those who feel it incumb ent to get around 
the critical farm audiences without b eing 
hung in effigy. 
The departm ent says the 1959 farm in­ 
come situation was not as b ad as describ ed. 
If the income is put on a b asis of hours 
worked then the farm er averaged $1.269 an 
hour in 1959. By sim ilar computation the 
farm er only earned $1.03 an hour in 1949 
and 26 cents an hour in 1939 
Such figures are only an invitation to 
foolish thinking. They would indicate that 
if a farm er were operating in the b lack in 
1939 at 26 cents an hour he should now b e 
tiAing 5 times that profit b ecause he has 
a statistical wage scale of $1.269 an hour. 
But the whole structure of such pseudo logic 
collapses the moment a farm er examines 
his b ank account, if any. 


11 is fallacious as it would b e to say that 
a merchant is doing well b ecause he is get­ 
ting a 50 per cent m arkup on his items 
where he used to get 30 per cent. Perhap.-' 
he would b e if he were selling as many 
items as ever with no increase in his over­ 
head. But suppose despite his higher mark 
up he was doing a sm aller dollar volume 
with a much heavier investment? Instead 
of doing b etter he could b e going b roke. 
The figures also fail to make clear an­ 
other important factor. Mechanization has 
reduced the numb er of man hours of work 
per acre and would have the statistical ef- 
lect of raising the fa rm er’s hourly rate. Bid 
the figures do not specify that the machine 
winch replaced man hours cost 
money, 
which, if deducted from hourly rates in­ 
stead of added to operation costs, would 
knock these rate studies into a cocked hat. 
.All of which is a long way around saying 
that these hourly rate discoveries will con­ 
trib ute nothing to solving the farm prob ­ 
lem. 
Postal Fiasco 


The general pub lic might well have a 
hard time understanding the actions of 
officials in Washington in connection with 
appropriations for the Post Office D epart­ 
ment. The first peculiarity shows up in 
the action of the House where the postal 
appropriation was slashed $82 million b ut 
orders given for im provement of the free 
mailing service of senators and congres.s- 
rnen. 
Seems as though the law m akers want to

go into the wholesale mailing b usiness and 
what b elter way to do it than have the 
Post Office Department handle and deliver 
all the mail, not only for free, b ut without 
the added inconvenience and troub le for 
the sender of addressing the mail? The 
nation’s legislators simply want to load the 
departm ent up with such “ valuab le” things 
as their speeches and have the departm ent 
deliver a copy to every household within 
the speaker’s district. 
This is getting ridiculous and would b e 
a b ig and unnecessary headache for the 
departm ent. For one thing, there are very 
few people who want to get a copy 
of 
their 
congressm an’s 
latest 
speech. Sec­ 
ondly, the scheme is nothing more than 
a cheap way of running a political cam ­ 
paign. It IS most surprising that the idea 
was not denounced on the 
floor 
of 
the 
House b y some honest-minded represent­ 
ative b ut if it was, it was not reported b y 
the wire services. 
Just ab out as b ad is the threat of the 
postm aster general .Arthur Summerfield, 
to cut postal service to the people if the 
slash in requested appropriations is made. 
First of all. Summerfield should recognize 
the fact that the appropriation of money is

Chessman Tells Horror Of Waiting For Cxecufion

Waiting to be exoruted is “ al- 
hiost as though you're wnllod 
off from the living.” Caryl 
Chessman said Wednesday. 
He gave that description in 
an exclusive prison interview 
w i t h the Associated IVess. 
Last Thursday Chessman was 
^granted a 60-day stay of exe- 
rution less than 10 hours be­ 
fore he was to go to the gas 
chamber. Wednesday he told 
flow he felt in the waiting 
cell, less than 20 feet from 
the gas chamber, as the hour 
of execution approached. 
“ There is an 
awareness, 
hard to describe, that pours 
in on you, like waves pound­ 
ing against a beach,” he said, 
closing his eyes, clenching his 
fists and spreading his den­ 
im-clad arms in an effort to 
demonstrate the sensation. 
‘i t ’s not a constant thing, 
like breathing,” he said. “ E v­ 
ery half hour or so, a word, 
a thought would come and 
the realization of what you’re 


waiting for hits you. 
Conies and Goes 
“ It comes and it goes, and 
you have to keep your imagin­ 
ation in control. 
I thought 
Thursday night that this was 
finally it. after all the years 
of waiting. But I knew that 
letting my imagination dom­ 
inate me would be the most 
futile and .self-defeating thing 
in the world 
“ I wasn’t overcome by an 
animal fear. I wasn’t snivel­ 
ing. But at the same time I 
hadn't lost my capacity to 
feel.” 
Chessman was relaxed as 
he spoke, .\ftcr almost 
12 
years in San Quentin prison’s 
death row, after 8 execution 
dates set and stayed, after 15 
appeals to the U S. Supreme 
Court. 
Che.ssman 
said, 
" I 
don't think there's any fur­ 
ther court action 1 could take 
at this time.” 
He said he was working on 
a new letter to Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown but he wouldn’t dis- 


Iclose its contents. 
' 
“ I think it would destroy 
the purpose of the letter," he 
said. 
In staying Chessman^ ex­ 
ecution Gov. Brown said the 
convicted 
sex-kidnaper 
wa.s 
to be kept alive while the 
legislature was asked again 
to con.slder abolition of Cal­ 
ifornia’s death penalty. 
‘Keep Name Gut’ 
“ I wish they would keep my 
name out of the fight to abol­

Earth Scientist Says Water 
'Most Necessary Mineral' 


Water — taken for granted 
by most of the public — is 
the most necessary mineral 
commodity used by man, a 
University of Nebra.ska audi­ 
ence was t o l d Wednesday 
night. 
Dr. George B. Maxey, head 
of the ground water geologi­ 
cal and geophysical explora­ 
tion section of the Illinois 
State Geological Survey, con­ 
tinued: 
"W ater’s availability in ad­ 
equate quality and quantity 
has been one of the chief fac­ 
tors in the placement, growth 
and maintenance of most of 
the works of man.” 
General principles of geolo­ 
gy of water were developed 
dnring the late 19th and early 
20th Centuries, but in many 
instances are ignored or mis­ 
understood today. Dr. Maxey 
said. 
“ Much of the recent work 
on ground water has been 
done primarily by engineers, 
physicists and pedologists and 
was 
not 
always 
based 
on 


s o u n d geological thinking,” 
he noted. 
“ Recent work has resulted 
in a broader, more accur­ 
ate understanding of the prin­ 
ciples of ground water sup­ 
plies. 
“ However, many problems 
still remain to be .solved, and 
the rcs[K)nsibility of the ge­ 
ologist 
in 
water 
resources 
studies ha.s increased rather 
than le.s.sened.”
